Newspaper Advertising 

Just a short while ago, we were reading the re¬ 
sults of an interesting survey conducted in a public 
opiniofi poll, regarding the merits of radio and news¬ 
paper advertisings .« 

The question put to hundreds of Canadians at 
random was whether they liked to listen to advertis¬ 
ing on radio programs, and whether they liked to read 
advertising in newspapers. Results of the poll showed 
that only one-fifth of them liked or wanted to hear 
advertising messages over the air. On the other hand, 
two-thirds were in favor of advertising in newspapers, 
and wives especially, were of the opinion that adver¬ 
tising is a necessary and important adjunct to papers. 

These findings don’t come as a surprise to many 
of us. We have all been subjected, at one .time or an¬ 
other, to the barkings of the radio announcer praising 
this or that product, with meaningless eulogies. He 
strives for sincerity, but we can usually detect in his 
voice a note of boredom about equal to our own. It is 
irritating to our senses to have a soothing program of 
beautiful music suddenly interrupted by an excitable, 
high-pitched voice trying to sell us something we’d 
rather not hear. A quick turn to the “off” switch is 
the easiest escape we have found. 

.Newspaper advertising, on the other hand, offers 
the public something it is ioterested in. Thrifty house¬ 
wives make a regular habit of scanning-and studying 
newspaper ads before they buy. It is to their advant¬ 
age to do so. 

The moral is clear. A newspaper offers a better 
medium for advertising, because the advertiser’s mes¬ 
sage reaches a more receptive audience. This is prov-

People who 
make light of it or attempt to ‘ 
fight iit. and who do no go to bed o 
promptly at the onset of an at- > 
tack, or, who return to work too 
soon following an attack, run a 
serious risk of developing pneu¬ 
monia which is the most serious 
of the complications of influenza. 
Those who go to bed promptly and 
follow the advice of their physi¬ 
cian are taking the most effective 
steps to safeguard heir health. By 
taking these precautions jn the 
great majority of cases, paUents 
will make an uneventful recovery 
after a few days in bed. 

There is no certain way of pre¬ 
venting influenza, but you may 
lessen the chances of developing 
infection:
